In a letter dated June 16, 1947 he wae offered an opportunity 
to accept an appropriate position in another competitive level. The reaeon 
was given as reduction in force. There was nothing to indicate he * a8 
disloyal or that the matter leading up to hie resignation on Juno 23, 194/ 
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was based on Information concerning subversive actiTlties. The reasons 
advanced seemingly were founded on the belief of some of hie Supervisors 
that hi9 wort was not of a calibre they believed suitable for his rating 
because he did not have the background or education to properly discharge 
his duties.

In the Times-Herald dated September 21 f 1947, the list of 10 
State Department employees fired on June 23, 1947 was set forth. Among 
this list appeared the name, "HAROLD WE1SBKRG, 2300 Block N. Nottingham." 

The article said all were fired summarily and have no right to appeal to 
the State Department or to Civil Service. The ten were fired as a rerult 
of the investigation by a special State Department Loyalty Committee, fl 

In the Evening Star dated June 27, 1947 appeared an article, 
part of which read that, "10 State Department employees suspected of Commu- 
nism or Communistic sympathies have been discharged this week," 

In the Times-Herald dated July 3, 1947 appoared an item, an 
excerpt of which read, "Mr. MARSHALL said ho personally examined the records 
of all 10 who were discharged and there was sufficient evidence in all cases 
to create suspicion of their loyalty to the United States." 

In the Washington Daily Mews dated October 3, 1947 was an 
article which in part read, "three of ten employees who were fired from 
the State Department in June were completely exonerated because they were 
suopected of disloyalty. However, the throe employees will not be restored 
to their Job6. The State Department will, however, cancel their dismissal 
notices and let them resign without prejudice with their official records 
cleared of all suspicion of disloyalty."
